When a Servant is called berore his Ma- 
ft, he does not come with an Expectation to hear

But it is often to know, what Road he 
took that he came fo readily back according to Or- 
tt; whether he pafled by fuch a Ground; if the 
dé Man who rents it is in good Health; or whe- 
tterhe gave Sir Roger’s Love to him, or the like:

But my good Friend is above thefe little Inftan- 
ces of Good-will, in beftowing only Trifles on his 
Servants; a good Servant to hii is fure of having 
it in his Choice very foon of being no Servant at 
all. As I before obferved, he is fo good an Hut 
band, and knows fo thoroughly that the Skill of

, he’ khows 1o well that Frugality is the Support 
of Generofity, that he can shen hae a large Fine 
when a. Tenement falls, and give that Settlement 
to @ good Servant who has a mind to go into the 
World, or make a Stranger pay the Fine to that 
Servant, for his more comfortable Maintenance, if 
he ftays in’ his Service. 


_ A Man of Honour and Generofity confiders, 
it would: be miferable to himfelf to have no. Will 
but that Of another, tho’ it were of the beft Perfon. 
breathing, and for that Reafon goes on as fait as he 
is able to put his Servants into independenr Liveli- 
hoods. The greatett part of Sir Roger’s Bftate is te- 
nanted by Perfons who. have ferved himfelf or his 
Anceftors. It was to me extreamly pleafaut to ob- 
ferve the Vifitants from» {feveral parts to Welcome 
his Arrival into the Country, aud allthe Difference 
that I couldtake notice of, between the ite Servants 
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who cathe to'feé him, and thofe who ftaid in the 
Family, was, that thefe latter were looked upon as 
finer Gentlemen and better Courtiers.

Onc might, on this occafion, recount. the Senfe 
that Great Perfons in all Ages have had of the,.Me- 
rit of their Dependants, and the Heroick Services 
which Mem have done their Matters in the Ex- 
tremity of their Fortunes; and fhown, to their un- 
done Patrous, that l‘oitune was,all the Difference 
between them. But as f detign this my- Speculati- 
on only a gentle Admonition to thanklefs Mafters, 
I fhall not go out of the Occurrences of common 
Life, but ailert it as 2 general Obfervation, that I 
never faw, but in Sir Xoger’s Family, and one or 
two more, good Servants treated as they ought to 
be. Sir Aoger’s Kindnei$ extends to their Children’s 
Children, and this very Morning he fent his Coach- 
man’s Grandfon to Prentice. I thall conclude this 
Paper with an Account of a Piaure in his Gallery, 
where there are many which will deferve my future 
Obfervation.

Upon my look- 
ing a little diflatisfyed at fome part of the Pi@ure, 
my Attendant informed me, that it was againft Sir 
Roger’s Will, and at the earneft Requeit of the 
Gentleman himfelf, that he was Drawn in the Ha- 
bit in whitch he had faved his Mafter.
